hesitancy in saying that the "confes­

And had never been written by de­ 
ceased. The writer, he said, had im i­ 
tated a form of Benhayon’s hand­ 
writing, but had failed to imitate the 
characteristics. 
Witness gave a de­ 
tailed explanation of the differences 
which appeared in the two writings 
and said that the man who wrote the 
“ confession” was a far Detter and 
faster writer than Benhayon. The 
writing was stereotyped and while in 
form it was an excellent imitation 
in his o' 
m the confession and let­ 
ters were all forgeries. 
DAM AGING FO R DIM M IG . 
<>ne of the witnesses said that the 
day Dimrnig was arrested he (Dim- 
mig; made a remark that he knew 
moro about the case than it was 
thought he did. 
Mrs. Higson’s testi­ 
mony with regard to the rem ark made 
by Diuimig last week, when Lowen- 
stein was called as a witness, was c o r ­ 
roborated by L. Newman, who was 
also sitting near Dimrnig at the tim e. 
The inquest then adjourned till to­ 
morrow afternoon.

Justice W aite, the R ecipient o f a

W a s h in g t o n , November 3.—Briga­ 
dier-General Bennett, Chief .of Ord­ 
nance, has submitted his annual re- 
l*>rt to the Secretary of W ar. 
It 
shows a total expenditure of 
the 
bureau during tlie fiscal year of $1,­ 
597,652. During tlio year 41,106 rifles 
and carbfhes were manufactured at 
the National Armory. General Ben­ 
nett savs: “The question of the re­ 
duced calibre for small arm s is now 
under consideration by the depart­ 
ment, and an effective and simple 
magazine gun has become a necessity. 
The department is seeking to reach 
such a result, and from tlie little that 
can be learned of the magazine sys­ 
tems said to be adopted abroad, I am 
persuaded that nothing is to be gained 
at this juncture by haste.” The 
port says that owing to the failure of 
Congress to pass the regular appropri­ 
ation bill, the departm ent has effected 
hut little during the past year in the 
direction of providing guns, carriages, 
powders, etc., for coast defense. 


RIFLE FORGINGS. 
Under the head of “ Rifle Forgings” 
the report says: 
“ Ilomestic manufac­ 
turers have at last triumphed over 
their competitors and have obtained a 
success in spite of inadequate facili­ 
ties.” On this subject General Ben­ 
nett says: 
" It is believed to be of 
vital interest to the whole country that 
such liberal appropriations be made 
by Congress from year to year, until 
jjur present utter destitution os to 
modern guns he relieved. 
As a step 
in this direction, I have asked in my 
annual estimate for au appropriation 
»f $180,000 for the procurement of 
forgings 
for 
8-inch and 
10-inch 
breech-loading steel guns. This sum 
should procure steel for about fifty 
8-inch guns and ubout forty 10-inch 
guns, and so allow the necessary time 
to erect an additional plant. This ap­ 
propriation should be made available 
until expended.” 


KXPLOfUVK GUNS. 
The report says that the dynamite 
toriiedo gun should bo fairly perfected 
and it is recommended that a 12-inch 
mm be purchased for exhaustive trials 
to determine its full capacity and fit­ 
ness for coast defense. 
Favorable 
mention is also made of Stevens’ 
dynamite shell. 
It is said that with 
the exceptian of the 2000 3G-inch 
breech loading field guns just issued 
to the service there is hi store only 
only one muzzle loading gun of limited 
power, representing a system twenty- 
five years old and now obsolete, while 
there are no serviceable carriages. 
An estimate of $225.000 is accordingly 
submitted for the purchase of sixty 
completely equipped steel guns. 


WAR I T A H O A X ?

W a s h in g t o n , November 3.—An at­ 
tempt was made to-night to either kill 
or maim Chief Justice W aite, of the 
United .States Supreme Court, or to 
porpetrate a hoax. 
About half-past 6 
a small box was sent to his house 
through the special delivery postal 
service. 
It was a pasteboard box, 
about ten inches by six, addressed in 
a small, cramped, apparently dis­ 
guised back-hand to “ H on. Chief 
Justice Waite, No. 14151 street,N .W ., 
Washington, D. C.” Near the bottom 
were the words: “ Im portant papera,” 
underscored. 


WHAT IT CONTAINED. 
Enclosed was a bent glass tube 
filled with a jet lduck liquid to within 
an inch and a half of the end. The 
remainder of the tube contained course 
black powder. The tube was so ar­ 
ranged that an opening of the lx>x 
must have caused an explosion if the 
machine wore what it seemed to be, 
ami if in stamping the l>ox at the post­ 
office the necessary connection had not 
been severed by the blow. There are 
circumstances which lead tothe belief 
that the whole thing is a hoax.

IN D E M N IT Y SCHOOL LAND. 


S e c r e ta r y 
L t n t r ' I

A b o u t C a lif o r n ia C la im s. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 3 .—Secre­ 
tary Lamar to-day rendered a decision 
which will in effect tend to quiet the 
title to a large quantity of land in Cal­ 
ifornia selected by the i State as in­ 
demnity school land. Tlie case came 
up upon the appeal of 'D. C. Howell 
from the decision of the Commissioner 
of the General I>and Office, holding in 
indemnity the selection* confirmed to 
the State by a remedial act of March 
1, 1877. The Secretary quotes with 
approval the rulings of tys predeces­ 
sors and of the Attorney-General upon 
the subject, and affirming the Com­ 
missioner.holds that theevTdent intent 
and the object of the statute of March, 
1887, was to confirm to the State all 
invalid selections which had been 
made and approved to the State prior 
to its passage, excepting those occu­ 
pied by bona fide settlers prior to such 
certification, excepting, also, those 
mentioned in the first proviso of sec­ 
tion 2 of said Act, and excepting, 
also, those selections mat}* in lieu of a 
sixteenth or a thirty-sfeth section, 
which had been surveyed in place, 
and the title to which had become 
vested in the State at m e date said 
selections were made. In cases like 
the one under consideration, where the 
State, before selecting the indemnity 
alleged that the school sections or a 
part thereof had been lost to her by 
reason of the same being included 
with 
Mexican 
or Spanish private 
grant and where such selections had 
becen approved to her before the pas­ 
sage of the Confirmatory .Act of March 
1st, 1887, it is the opinion of the De- 
paitmont that such selections are con­ 
firmed by that act, even * though upon 
final survey of such grants or upon 
approved surveys of public lands it 
be found that the basis of such sel­ 
ections has not been lost as alleged, 
and as a corollary thereof, that the 
United States resume the ownership 
on such basis.

day went W est again his wife made 
another, without nis knowledge, leav­ 
ing her property to her two daughters. 
She then died and Holladay came on 
and proved his will. Getting into a 
financial difficulty, he mortgaged lus 
property with the Mutual Life Insur­ 
ance Company for $100,000, and Au­ 
gust Belmont took a second mortgage 
for another $100,000. About this time 
the second will came to light, aiul the 
first will was contested, but stood. 
Holladay failed, ami the place fell 
into the hands of the Mutual Life In­ 
surance Company. The place dul not 
bring enough to cover the first mort­ 
gage. 
Eight or nine years later the 
place was sold to John Roach, the 
ship-builder. 
Roach spent $25.000 
in improving it. During all this time 
the house has stood gloomy and va­ 
cant. 
Just as its successive owners 
got ready to occupy it they died, or 
had financial misfortunes.

ported that Mills has purchased the 
place for his daughter.

S u g a r ti r e t s are grow n in Los An 
geles county every month in the year 
and fed to cattle, as commoner kinds 
of beets are used elsewhere. 
On the 
Rodeo do las Agua9 rancho, west of 
the city, those roots will yield twelve 
to fifteen j»er cent of sugar with the 
crudest treatm ent. 
An 
acre will 
yield forty tons of beets, and two 
crops a year m ature in this climate. 
The roots sell to the factory at Ala­ 
meda for $4 a ton. 
H ere would bo 
$320 per acre for this crop. 
The 
world does not present a spot better 
suited for this great industry than Loa 
Angeles county. 
Some definite and 
emphatic means should be employed 
to present the subject to Mr. Sprock­ 
ets in all its bearings. 
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R e s o u r c e » t o ¡D e v e lo p . 
Los Angeles is at present receiving 
a very large increment to its |«r- 
manent population, and [a large per­ 
centage of those settling here are of 
the most desirable class. Among the 
new arrivals are many farmers, who 
bring with them a small amount of 
m oney, enough to buy a piece of 
land an<l make a home of their own. 
But it will be many a long day before 
this section has so many of this class 
th a t they will crowd each other for 
rootn. 
Prices tell the story of supply 
and demand better than any amount 
of reasoning on other lines. 
Butter is 
worth ninety cents a roll, or forty-five 
«rents a pound in this market. l*rob- 
ably half that used in local consump­ 
tion is Imported from abroad. 
Kggs 
are worth forty-five cents per dozen at 
this time, and there is by no means a 
sufficient amount of these produced 
here to meet the local demand. The 
smallest, thinnest, toughest bit of u 
chicken sold at the stalls brings 
seventy-five cents. 
Our merchants 
are bringing poultry in from the East 
to supply the tables of Los Angelenos. 
It is perhaps just as well not to 
m ultiply examples at one time, but to 
show how easily a family may make 
a good living here, let us add milk to 
the other products of the dairy, and 
to poultry. Milk is saleable at ten cents 
a quart, and the citizens of Ios An­ 
geles cannot procure enough of this 
article of daily consumption. Given 
a little farm of - ten acres well suited 
to the production' of alfalfa, and an in­ 
dustrious family can make an easy 
living on such a little patch oi ground.

In Home interesting investigations 
made by Dr. .1. F . Allen, on the gon 
esia of typhoid fever in the Ca)<e Col 
ony, he nttributcH some cumos that 
< ame under his observation in Natal 
to the presence of cattle manure, used 
there as fuel. In his close examina­ 
tion of this subject» he was further led 
to believe that 
the excretions of 
some calves affected with a specific 
enteritis, the lesions of which on post 
mortem inspection corresponded with 
those of typhoid fever in the human 
subject, constituted the infecting ma­ 
terial. 
l)r. Lawrence, also, who has 
made this subject u specialty, states, 
as the result of his observations after 
some thirty year» spent in South 
Africa among a widely scattered popu 
lation, that typhoid fever would lie n 
very rare disease in the colony were 
it not introduced to the human subject 
anew from horned cattle, by means 
of their excretions affecting the air, 
water and milk. 
Much has l»eeu ac­ 
complished for preventing the spread 
of typhoid from one subject to another 
by disinfecting the excretions of the 
patients suffering from this disease 
and by improved sanitary arrange­ 
ments,’hut uuIbhs the bovine origin of 
the disease, if true, be proved and suf­ 
ficiently recognised, the danger will 
not be sufficiently met.—[N. Y. Tri­ 
bune.

The act 
which lias caused the sudden w ith­ 
drawal of the Chinese m inister from 
Seoul is the appointm ent of ministers 
to represent Corea 
in

•ourts; but while this may be a pecul­ 
iarly open and ostentatious assertion 
of independence, the very making of 
treaties was, after all, in itself an as­ 
sumption of sovereign power. Should 
war result, unless Corea should find 
some ally, China would be able with 
her navy to blockade its ports, and 
thus make it once more, against its 
w ill, a hermit kingdom.

H aven, where lie lived and died. 
He 
was buried in th e W hitneyville cem e­ 
tery. and Elias Dickerman, the execu­ 
tor of the estate, paid $175 for a lot 
and m onum ent. 
In 1880 he found 
that the sale had not been properly 
recorded, end lie allowed the body to 
be taken up and reburied in a corner 
of the cemetery. 
The body of Amelia 
Gilbert was put iu the place of the 
dead Englishm an, and later the body 
of her husband was Ldd alongside of 
hers, the Gibbons estate paying for 
all this. 
Sir John now asks that 
executor Dickerman be compelled to 
put the body of W illiam Gibbons 
where the monum ent indicates that 
he was buried.

On the morning of Sunday, October 
9th, Neil OJBrian’s little boy, while 
putting on an undershirt at his home 
near Sargents, was bitten four times 
by a large tarantula which was con­ 
cealed in one of the sleeves of the 
garment before be could divest him­ 
self of it and kill the wrathsome 
thing. His father rushed to him on 
hearing his outcry, took in the situa- 
ation at a glance, and never was tur­ 
key killed quicker than one of O’Bri­ 
an’s. The bird was ripped open in 
the stomach and laid, entrails and all, 
on the child’s arm, and plenteous 
doses of w hisky administered at the 
time and during the drive to town for 
medical assistance. 
The doctor pro­ 
nounced the treatment as the very 
best, and by its promptness bad prob­ 
ably saved the boy’s life. Mr. O’Brian 
informed us that when the turkey was 
taken from the arm the flesh of the 
bird had become quite black and 
hard from the absorlied poison. A 
chicken was afterwards served the 
Hame way and applied, but the flesh 
of it remained w hite and soft, proving 
conclusively that the first applieation 
had sufficed to extract the venom in­ 
jected by the tarantula’s fangs. 
The boy, with the exception of a 
slight eruption, is now thoroughly 
well and attending school. 
It is a good thing to remember that 
for the extraction of poison from a bito 
or sting of venomous reptiles the 
prompt application of raw and still 
warm flesh is almost an antidote, 
coupled w ith freo uro internally of al­ 
coholic stimulants.—[Gilroy Valley 
Record.

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THE WINANS FAMILY 


The Brothers Went to Rus­ 
sia anti Became Rich. 


GREAT 
RAILROAD 
SCHEME, 


It R esnlteil in Y ielding M illions 
to th e C o n tracto rs—Outcome 


* of a P lucky V enture. 


Rosa Winans, the Baltimore million­ 
aire, has spent but little time in his 
grand mansion here since his cele­ 
brated litigation with Mrs. O’Keefe, 
the boarding-house keeper in New 
York, who claimed to have married 
him abroad when he was a student at 
Oxford, England. It has been 
ported lately th a t the case lias not yet 
been finally settled. The parading'of 
those gushing love-letters which had 
passed 
between 
W inans and the 
O’Keefe woman during their love 
escapade was a sad blow so Mrs. 
Winans, and since the notorious scan­ 
dal she has not appeared in Baltimore 
society. The family has spent most 
of the time at “ Bleak House,” tho Win­ 
ans' Newport- villa, a glcomy-looking 
place on the beach, the breakers in 
the winter storms rolling nearly up 
to the gateway. 
But little is known 
by the general world for the follies 
and eccentricities of this family, not 
only remarkable for their enormous 
wealth, but for tho uses to which they 
put it. 
Fifty years ago Thomas aud Wil­ 
liam Winans, brothers, were unpre­ 
tentious civil engineers in this city, 
making a fair living for young men in 
their profession. 
But the 
narrow 
«•onlines of this town could not con­ 
tain their budding scientific genius. 
They rapidly obtained celebrity as 
railroad engineers. 
Russia had just 
begun 
to 
agitate 
the 
railroad 
question. 
The 
W inans 
saw 
there 
were 
millions 
in 
it. 
Off 
they 
started • for 
Russia, 
with 
their maps and drawings for lines of 
railroad across that great cold coun­ 
try. The story of how they secured 
the contract and by a single stroke led 
the way to millions upon millions in 
wealth’, will bear repeating. 
After all the engineers whom Czar 
Nicholas had gathered about him in 
consultation had given their respective 
opinions as to the best practicable 
routes for the proposed railroad, the 
(’zar, confused by the many ideas and 
plans advanced, took up a 
ruler, 
and drawing a straight line across the 
map of Russia from St. Petersburg 
to Moscow, handed it to them as the 
final route of the line. It was an 
imperial mandate. The Russian en­ 
gineers were frightened out of their 
senses. Not one of them could grasp 
so great an engineering feat. The ob­ 
stacles in the way seemed insur­ 
mountable. Other ’foreign engineers 
would have nothing to do with it. 
Then the Winans stepped in and of­ 
fered to take tiie contract. 
“ (live it to the audacious Ameri­ 
cans,” said the Czar, stipulating a 
heavv forfeit should they fail to keep 
the contract. To work they went, and 
successfully 
constructed 
the road, 
which was then considered a great en­ 
gineering feat. The W inans brothers 
aro said to have cleared $30,000,­ 
000 
on 
their 
famous 
Russian 
railroad 
contracts, for they 
con 
structed several other lines connecting 
with the great National line to the 
Russian capital. It was not until 1861. 
however, that a complete, successful 
locomotive was built in Russia. 
In 
those days the Russian locomotives 
burned wood altogether. 
So pleased 
was the Czar at the great work suc­ 
cessfully carried through by tho “ au­ 
dacious” Americans th at he decorated 
them with royal favors. 
Thomas 
Winans, wliile railroad building in 
Russia, found time for love-making 
w ith the daughter of a shopkeeper in 
Moscow. 
She died, leaving him two 
children, Ross W inans aud Celeste, 
the later now married to an English­ 
man in the diplomatic service. 
After constructing the Russian rail­ 
roads the W inan brothers quit busi­ 
ness. 
William m arried an English­ 
woman of the middle class and took 
up his home in England. Thomas 
returned to this country and bought a 
whole block of property on West Bal­ 
timore Btreet, the principal thorough­ 
fare in the city, and spent over a 
million on a magnificent mansion, 
surrounded 
by beautiful 
gardens. 
Both the brothers 
had 
hobbies. 
William had a nervous dread of cross­ 
ing the ocean. 
He has frequently ex­ 
pressed a desire to visit the home of 
his boyhood, but whenever speaking 
of America he say s: 
“ I will never go there until I can 
cross on a railroad. 
No ocean steam­ 
ers for m e.” 
, 
In a letter responding to the invita­ 
tion of an old Baltimore friend to visit 
him . Mr. Winans wrote: 
“ I would not cross the ocean for 
$5,000,000 cash.” 
Tho ship the brothers sailed in 
when they first went, to Russia was 
nearly wrecked, and William ever re­ 
membered that terrible experience. 
He 
still 
continues to work 
on 
models of queer machinery, hav­ 
ing a iiobby in that line. 
His 
income, according to his own re­ 
turns, is about, $2,000,000 a year. 
Next to the Rothschilds and the Duke 
of Westminster he is the richest man 
in England, llo is charitable, and 
spends money lavishly. 
He has a 
splendid residence 
in 
Kensington 
Gardens, and as an illustration of 
his eccentricity it may be stated that 
when be finished bis urand house he 
had a $50,000 Axminster carpet made 
from special designs for the drawing­ 
room. When it was laid ho waH dis­ 
appointed,, It did not meet his idea, 
so. he ordered another from different 
designs. 
When the second carpet 
came, the question arose as^ to what 
was to be done with tlio first. Mr. 
Winans thought for a m«>ment. 
“ Just put down the second over the 
first,” he said; so caipet No. 2 wont 
down over the first, ana thus it is that 
Mr. Wm. Winans lias the most ex- 


dined, preferring the fun of bachelor 
hood. They are fond of sport, and 
their great deer forest has gained 
them unenviable notoriety through 
•ress. 
The wholesale 


carpeted room in all Lon- 
tl.n (lllOAIl’ll till I■ 
don, not excepting the Queen’s pal­ 
ace. 
Mra. Wm. Winans has never 
been a society woman. 
She prefers 
to live in their cosy home at Brighton 
rather than the costly London estab­ 
lishm ent or their estate in Scotland. 
Mr. Winans is very fond of music, 
and he don’t m ind paying for it. Pat­ 
ti on one occasion gave a parlor con­ 
cert at his London home for which 
she alone was pain £500. 
The Wi- 
nans in England live like the Queen. 
William Winan V two sons, Walter 
and Louis, are well-educated, sensi­ 
ble young men. 
W alter, the elder, 
married against his father’s wishes, 
but the couple have long since been 
forgiven. 
The old man particularly wanted 
his sons to m arry titles. They had 
several opportunities 
for 
wedding 
the ugly daughters of lords, but do-’* 


the English prt.~. 
---- 
. 
slaughter of «leer in tlieBe forests ih 
shameful, and does not deserve the 
name of sport. Besides the regular 
establishment 
maintained at tiiiB 
famous “ shooting box,” there are 
sixty “ gillies” employed to stalk for 
deer during the gaming season. 
Mr. 
Winans follows the English custom of 
selling the killed game on his place, 
and a luxury of tho London markets 
is deer from Winans’ box. The story 
of how old Winans ouoe lxmght every 
seat in the big circus show in St. 
Petersburg has often been told. \\ hen 
the showman’s agent asked Winans 
an exorbitant price for a box the m il­ 
lionaire asked if the circus man 
thought he wanted to buy the house 
“ Yes,.I was thinking that wav,’ 
quickly retorted the ticket seller, and 
Winans took him at his word and 
bought ever seat ami box in the house. 
On the night of tho performance Mr. 
Winans and several friends sat out 
the whole show. 
Thomas Winans, in the meantime, 
was having as good a time on thisside 
of the water as his brother was on the 
other, only he unfortunately did not 
live long enough to get as much pleas­ 
ure out of liis great wealth. 
II is mag­ 
nificent place in the heart of Balti­ 
more, occupying a whole block, con­ 
tains hundreds of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of paintings and art treasures. 
There is a grand organ in the concert 
hall that cost $100,000. The \\ alls and 
ceiling of the ballroom are painted by 
famous artists. 
But a great, ugly 
brick wall surrounds the handsome 
house and grounds and shuts out all 
view of the beauties from persons 
passing along 
the streets. 
The 
good Presbyterians and Methodists 
were rcsjionsible for this transforma­ 
tion of a lovely view to the unsightly 
high brick walls which shut in the 
Winans estate. Tom Winans was a 
lover of art. 
He hail casts made of 
celebrated statues of classic female 
figures, such as Venus, Psyche, Clito 
and others, 
which 
adorned 
the 
lawns 
about 
the 
mansion. 
Of 
course the statues, as well as the 
beautiful gardens with the charming 
little summer bowers, shaped like 
Chinese pagodas and Turkish mos­ 
ques, were in full view of i<eople pass­ 
ing along any of the streets bounding 
the block. 
Soino prudish Methodists and Pres­ 
byterians abjected to the nude statu­ 
ary, and at a preachers’ meeting 
passed resolutions protesting to the 
city authorities against the display of 
art-work. 
Mr. Winans was wratliy, 
and without waiting for further devel­ 
opments covered tho statues with 
wooden boxes until workmen conld 
substitute high brick walls for the 
low iron railings. 
Mr. Winans gave 
many grand entertainm ents at this 
splendid mansion. Hinco the «laugh­ 
ter Celeste married the great gates 
have seldom been opened. She resides 
in Europe most of the timo. 
Her 
brother Ross has a fine establishm ent 
of his own in another and now more 
fashionable part of the city. 
The 
old gate keeper and his fam ily and 
the special watchman an«l several old 
servants are most of the tim e the only 
occupants of the 
beautiful 
placet, 
though the gardens and wulks and 
the house inside and out are always 
kept in perfect order. 
Baltimore has 
always been too slow a place for Ross 
Winans. 
He prefers New York, but 
also spends much time abroad. 
Thomas Winans, like bis brother 
William, had m any eccentricities. He 
constructed many models of steam 
vessels. 
He conceiverl an idea of 
building a steamer in the shape of a 
cigar which would be remarkable 
for speed. 
He spent several ordinary 
fortunes 
in 
trying 
to 
develop 
this scheme, but cigar-shaped boats 
prove a failure, and until w ithin a few 
vears ago one of his models, which 
cost him $50,000, was lying rotting at 
his private wharf on the Upper Pa- 
tapsco. Tom Winans might have left 
a million or so for charities when he 
died, but very little was given to such 
worthy objects. 
His two children, 
Ross and Celeste, were left the entire 
fortune. The only sister of William 
and Thomas Winans m arried a Mr. 
W histler, si relative of 
the artist 
W histler. 
Her two daughters were 
brought up with her brother’s chil­ 
dren, Ross and Celeste. 
About ten 
years ago Ross W inan’s young wife 
died, and he married his younger 
cousin Neva 
Whistler. 
She was 
born in St. Petersburg, and named 
after 
the 
River Neva. 
She 
is 
very handsome woman. 
They 
had but one child, a girl baby that 
died of smallpox. The child is said 
to have contracted tho disease from 
the infected clothing of a new French 
nurse who had just been employed t3 
attend it. The little one was taken 
ill out at the country seat of the 
Winans, a few miles from town. 
It 
was brought to the great isolated 
mansion of Tom Winans on Baltimore 
street. 
Here the mother untl father 
left the babe in charge of one of the 
leading 
physicians 
of 
the 
city, 
who 
gave 
up his other practice 
and devoted his whole time and at­ 
tention to the little sufferer, but was 
unable to save its life. The parents 
were not with their child when it 
died. 
They avoided the contagion 
and paid the physician $5000 to attend 
it. The new residence of Ross Winans 
on St. Paul street is a magnificent 
structure, and equals, if not surpasses, 
Robert (iarrett’s palace on Mount 
Vernon place. 
I t is built of brown 
stone, of gothic architecture and very 
unique, but gloomy in appearance.— 
[Globe-Democrat. 


T he H enbayou-H ow er* Caee. 
Among the many curious things 
which the Benhayon-Bowers case is 
bringing to light, no: the least curious 
is the extraordinary stratum of hu­ 
manity concerned in it. According 
to the daily papers, Mrs. Benhayon 
—mother of the suicide, the murderer, 
or tlie murdered man, as the case 
may lie—has been married twit* ; by 
the first marriage, she had a daugh­ 
ter, Cecilia, who was murdered by 
either her husband or her brother for 
insurance 
money; by the second 
marriage, 
she 
had 
the 
son, 
Henry who 
is 
a 
murderer, a 
suicide, or has been murdered, as the 
case may be. Cecilia Beuhayon was 
thrice m arried; according to 
the 
dailies again, was looked upon, in the 
boarding-houses where she lived (for 
all these curious people seem to live 
in cheap boarding-houses) as being a 
young person of loose m orals; she was 
divorced from one Levy, and shortly 
after, meeting Ur. Bowers, became 
Mrs. Cecilia Benhayon 
Levy etc. 
Bowers. 
Dr. Bowers had been mar­ 
ried three times, parting with his 
assorted spouses sometimes through 
death ana sometimes through 
u- 
vorce. Tho dying Benhayon accuses 
liis sister of sexual *ins, ami speci os 
the many partners of her shame. *his 
pleasing legacy he encloses to the 
husband, who is iu jail for her mur­ 
der, and then goes to join his sister 
in another, and it is moat sincerely to 
bo hoped, a better world.

CATARRH. 


HE TEBM CATARRH 18 APPLIED TO A 
_ peculiar disorder of the nostrils aud ad­ 
jacent parts, w hich urevalls to an alarm ing 
extent, and is productive of very serious 
cousequenres. 
The most prom inent au d characteristic 
feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying In its nature at different tim es. 
In some there is an alm ost constant flow 
of clear, acrid fluid, but o fteneran offensive, 
purulent or m uco-purnleut, greenlsh-yellew 
m atter Is secreted, w hich accum ulates in 
the nostrils or drops into the throat, neces­ 
sitating Its frequent rem oval by blowing the 
nose or expectoration, and « te n by both 
procesBe-s. 
Sometim es 
p atients 
feel as 
though their head was iu a state of rotten­ 
ness, so great is the am ount of m atter dis­ 
charged aud ho fetid Is its odor. The pa­ 
tien t is greatly annoyed by the constant 
dropping into the throat of th e morbid 
m atter from the head, an d as a recum bent 
position naturally favorathe flow downward 
hiB rest, is frequently disturbed from this 
cause. Many sufferers are obliged to lie *ith 
the head very m uch elevated in order to 
sleep with some degree ot com fort. 
In others a tough, viscid and offensive 
phlegm collects benlnd and above th e soft 
iiulutc. iu tliu4 )a»sage betweeu the throstand 
head, adhering to the parts with glulsh teuac- 
ity. 
Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration 
and creates a sensation of irritation and un- 
easitichs iu the affected locality, w hich gives 
rise to a constant and alm ost irresistible de­ 
sire to relieve th at discom fort by drawing 
the mucus into the throat m> a* to eject it by 
the m outh. This practice, popularly known 
as “haw king,” is characteristic of catarrh, 
aud proves as em barrassing to (he one af­ 
fected as It is disagreeable to those around 
him. 
Again, the offensive m atter hardens and 
deposits itself on the m em brane lu th e shape 
of dry, hard concretions, w hich are dis­ 
charged bv way of the nostril* or throat iu 
lum ps or fragm ents of a deep green tint.

Gases are occasionally m et w ith in which 
a thick, viscid, slim y secretion cost* the 
inem braue of the nasal cavities and theo 
putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
really overpowering, an d sufficiently fetid 
to poison tne atm osphere of a whole room: 
and there are others lu w hich all the secre­ 
tions of the m em brane are suspended, earn­ 
ing an unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat 
and fuverishiu-ss in th e nead au d nose—a 


The disease speedily extend* to the air 
cavities of th e lames of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation ol 
heavy weight or com pression over the fore­ 
head, especially In the region above and be­ 
tween the eyes, and to a feeling of fulne*.*, 
heat, irritation, sor» ness or pal 
in the nos­ 
trils near th e root of th e nose, a* w ells» iu 
the upper part of the throat, above and be­ 
hind tne soft palate. Sometim es there is 
pain obstinately fixed iu som e particular 
iiart. as in the tem ple, on th e top of the 
head, at the back of th e neck, or benitid the 
orbit*, and, occasionally, pain manifests 
itself in the faee of so severe a character 
th at it i* frequently m istaken for ueuralgis 
The breath is always tainted, aud at tim es 
assumes an exceeding fetid and sickening 
odor. In *ome cases it becomes *o revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to ren d er th e sufferer au 
object of disgust to him self us well as to 
others. 
The nasal m em brane 1* thickened and 
coujested, causing the nose to lie stopped up, 
sometimes on one side, sometime* on the 
other, aud often on b o th.giviug rise to a 
disagreeable, stuffy sensation iu the head, 
and 
occasioning violent and 
prolonged 
paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, in d istiu ct and huskr. 
or of a nasal character, displaying a sort of 
sniffing quality. Oftentim es there is n con­ 
tinuous noarHeucH» and discordance. Thera 
is 
also a sense of irritatio n iu the part, 
aud frequent attem pts to clear the throat of 
phlegm, producing th e sound “hem ,’’ m ore 
or less forcibly. 
In some cases patients 
com plain of an uncom fortable feeling of

The m ucous m em brane soon

that at last a breath o f wind upon the lining 
of the uose or throat becom es productive of 
a cold, and gives rise to serious disturbances 
of the respiratory organs.
